puty Comptrollers are to give notice to the reſpetive Churchwardens, of the ſe- 
veral Pariſhes, who are to prepare a Book for thar purpoſe; in which are to be 4 
Entred the Names of all Lodgers, as well as Houſe-keepers within the Pariſhes ; 
and to Enter Lodgers by themſelves, and the Pariſhoners Names with whom they 
Lodge, in which 1s to be Three Columns, which being done, they are to deliver 
the fame to the Comptroller, who is to enter down over againſt the Name of

And for the prevention of thoſe who may furniſh Cgunterfeir Money : Be it 
Enacted that the Comptroller do not permit any Perſon to enter above one Third 
of the Money by them paid in, to be Counterfeit; and if the Money paid in be 
above one Tliird, the Overplus to be cur in pieces, and reſtored to'the owner. 

That all Perſons,who pay in any Money,do immediately reccive in good Money 
the ſame Sum he ſhall pay in, in Sterling Clipt-Money, ec. 

Thar the Counterfeit Money be not reſtored ro the Owner, but lajd by, ro be 
diſpoſed of as hereafter.

A nd having caſt up the Total of rhe Counterfeit Money, and Subſcribed his 
Name to the Book, he do deliver it ro rhe Truſtees to proportion every Man's 
Loſs ; As to the Counterfeir Money, with reſpect ro what he paid in, and every 
Man to looſe in proportion to thar. 

That the head Comptroller do deliver to each of the Deputy Comptrollers a 
Book, wherein they are to Enter the Money paid by each Pariſh in manner as 
aforeſaid ; and the Comptrollers having gone. through Leyden and Middleſex, do 
re-deliver the Book to the head Comprroller, who isxto approportion the Loſs of 
cach Pariſh, with refpe& to what they paid in ; and to fertle the ſame, ſo as the 
Loſs may be equal, and the Commiſſioners having approved thereof, and Sub- 
ſcribed the Book, he is to fend out Warrants to the Pariſhes, who have ſuſtained 
the leaft Loſs, to: the Pariſh Truſtecs, and they are to Raiſe and pay into the 
Royal Bank fuch Money as is mentioned in the faid Warrant, within a Month;

That the extraordinary Price of Silver has been the occafron of Melting down the Mill d \rfiver.

I anfwer, ot at all ; for it's reaſonable, each Perſon do leſe proportionably to what he is 
worth, for if it be otherwiſe, the Clippers and Coyners will throw all the Loſs upon Tenorant 
People, who have had the misfortune to receive bad Money, and thoſe who are skill'd in Silver, 
will come off Untoucht ; which being for the Publick Good of a Nation, ought to be born at a 
Pullick and mr Charge, by every Perſon who receives good by it. 

And'as to the Landed Men's Objeftion, that it's hard upon them, when they are Taxed 
already ; T anſwer, 7's for a Publick Good, and almoſt Three Parts of the Caſhin the Na- 
tion, 1s in London, and in Trades-Men's Hands, and it will be very hard for all Citizens 
and Tradeſmen, to bear the whole Loſs in a mannet, when Landed Men who have 1500 1. 
or 1600 1. per Annum, have not perhaps x7 4 the Money a Trades-Man has by him, who is 


not, perhaps worth 3000 1. in the World, ſo it's but reaſonable, that ſome Part be Taxed
